Bago or contained of "ikp kind are known, and, in 
order to facilitate the o P enin^o|, the bag or container for 
Insertion of the < fx******* or'. ther « ln b *' a p80 * er 
and thereby inprWthe packing li baa been propoaed to 

provide the bag or container with a flap-aeotion at the open 
entf. Due to the nature of the material frtti which the pack it 
fabricated, it ha a been found, however,, that the flap curls or 
rollo, whioh has the effect of olookig the bag opening and 
interfering with the rapid opening of .the bag or container by 
a pneker. The present invention providee a pouch-like hag of ; 
the kind indicated and in which no • onrlin«. or rolling of a 
flap-oection can occur, whereby opening of the bag for inaertion 
of the rronkfurta or the- like therein is facilitated and on 
ndvantajre ^nined in packing rote. 

According to the invention there is provided a plostio 
bn/i or container auitable for the packaging of perishable gooda 
ouch aa a bundle of frenkfurte or other articleo of food, under 
partial vacuum aaid bag or container being conducted from 
hcat-aeolnble eheet material and being fabricated ao ae to have 
n book pnnol end n front panel, the .idea ond bottom mrrlnal 
portion*- of which aro heat-aealert together, and the back panel 
extending at an .open or pocking end of the "bag or contniner, 
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into ft flap-Btotlon which is folded oyer, and h#atrie«ltd to v 
itaelf •« that the inner edge of eaid flap-'fi'Sction la adjacent - 
the top edge of the front, panel to'fona the opening at s«td \„- 
open or pecking end of the "bag or container and provide a non- -* : 
curlinc or non-rolling section at eaid open or packing end, 

Bage or oontaiaerB In aaoordanoe vith the invention ; ' $ 
are conveniently fabricated froo.reeenerated'^oelluloae aheet 
having a coating or "Lamination of polythene or the like for 
heat-eealinf of the back and front panel a and the flap-eeotloa > 
oe specified* 

In a preferred arangemeni, the bag or container of 

the invention 1b fabricated from a single or oontinuoua aeotion 
of sheet material, rather than fron Beparate front and baok • ^ 
panel aectiona. said aingle afreet of material being folded ao . , : . 
as to form the front and back panels, 'then heat-sealed at the 
pided and bottom nareinal portion*, the fold line being bo 
selected that the front panel ia substantially shorter in j. 
length than the book panel, ao that the flap-section is formed at 
the top of the article. After heat-sealing the aidee and ^ 
bottom marginal portions as indicated, the flap-section ia 
then folded and hent-eealed to itself eo that the inner edge 
of said flep-eeetion la adjaoent the top edge of aaid front 
panel.

Referring, ncv. to the drawingo, there la ehovn a 
bag or package in accordance with the invention fabrioated 
from a single sheet of heat-seaiable material* preferably, 
regenerated celluloeo with a coating or lamination of polythene 
the length of efceet - material. haYii-g >een folded across the 
: .Vidih % at fold-line l t . thuo forming front panel 2 and baok 
panel 3 of the bag or container* the length of aaid back panel 
3 being substantially more; than the length of front panel 2. 
The side marginal portiona k and the bottom marginal portion 5 
are then heat-sealed together, by conventional means. 

The length of the back panel 3 ie such that it 
oxtenrie, at the open or pac5cing end of the bag or container, 
into o flap-section 6, which is folded over and heat-sealed to 
itaolf no that the inner edge 7 of said flap-section io sdjocent 
the top edge 8 of said front panel2, the heot-aenled portion 
being indicated at 9# *n this way, on opening 10 ±$ formed at 
naid open or pocking end of the bng or contniner for the purpose 
of pQOkinf cooCs therein, one o non-curling or non-rolling 
section 9 iff provided to facilitate packaging of ouch roods, 
ns described* 

Farther, in opreferred form of thio invention the 
sealing on the eido marginal portions k of the baf or container 
ie eplayeti outwards at 4 a towordc the opening 10 ao that the 
openin/r 10 to the bof or container ie tapered inwardly for a 
ohort len/rth olonf; the oealinr nt the aide ranr^inol j-ortionr 
k a of the bnf or contoiner ?o that the plrcinf of goodo in 



the bag. or oontainer is facilitated* Further aleo, tht ; 
Dealing at the aide aarginal par^lont k ie carried beyond ■■■->• 
the actual opening 16 • At-.-to .-to % $a#tt**' •>•, ttallng at tht ends , ! 
of the opening: 10 and on the outer tide edge e of the bag: w 
oontainer and adjacent to the aplaying.beck portion of the : *fi» 
sealing atrip on each aide thereof • * /Ihue, - * the eplaying beck >.

Bags or containero in. aocordonoe yith the inventlen '■! 
con bo nore easily bundled and rapidly opened than prior baga 
of this kind for insertion of goode therein, duo to the thiok- 
cning end strengthening of th«; flap-aeotion by folding oyer .. and 
heat-eealing aaid aootion as indited,, the thickened and 
strengthened flap-eeotiori being aore readily fingered by a \ 
packer in the, oourse of. opening the bag for paoking of tht 
Kroode, rnd the flap-eeetion having ouch a degree of thickening . 
nnd strengthening ne to overcome the natural tendency of a 
single layer of the ehect material to curl or roll, as in 
prior baps of thie kind. 

After insertion of frankfurte or the liie in the bag 
of the invention, said bog may be partially evscuated and the 
open end then heat-eealod according to conventional practice, 
to enclose the frenkfurts or other ortioleo of food and 
complete the ptioka/ring. Snid bags nay aleo be flushed with 
nitrogen or other inert /7tte, prior to haat-flealinr of the goode 
therein » in order to remove air from the pneko^e, oocordin^ 
to conventional prootioo. 
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1. A plastic beg or container mil table for the ^package- 
ing of perishable goods Buoh.4i.,a btaidlr of f*ankfurta or 

other articles of food, under partial vacuum, raid bag or 
container being constructed trom ,heat-aeaiable aheet materiel 
and beingfohricated ao as to $&v< v a baok panel and a front 
panel i the sides end bottom narginal portions of whioh ere 
heat-sealed together, and the back panel extending at an open 
or packing end of the beg or container, into a flap-eeotion 
whioh is folded oyer and heat^edaled to itself eo that the 
inner edge of eaid flap-section ie adjacent the top edg* of 
the front panel to form the opening at said open or packing 
end of the bag or container and provide a non-curling or non- 
rollinjr section at sold open or packing end, 

2, A bag or container according to claim 1, fabricated 
from a single or continuous eeotion of sheet material* said 
single cheet of material being folded eo ae to form the front 
and hock panels, then heat-eealed at the sides and botton 
marginal portions, the fold line being bo ©elected that the 
front panel is substantially shorter in length than the back 
panel oo that the flop-section is formed at the top of the 
article, aaid flap-eoation then being folded and heat-sealed 
to itoelf eo that the inner edge of said flap-section is 
adjacent the top edge of said front panel. 

3. A bag or container according to claim 1 or 2, wherein 

the hcnt-sealnble aheet material ie regencrated-cellulose 
oheet having a coating or Inclination of polythene or the like 
for heat-sealing of the back und front pnnels end the flap- 
oeotion nn specified. 
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A beg or container according to claim 1, claim 2 
or olaim 3, therein the heat-waling on the aide aergiiial 
portions of the bag or container ie aplayed outwardly towards 

the openln/r so that the opening is tapered inwardly for a 
short length olonp the eeoling; at the aide marginal portion* 
of the ba£ or container to facilitate the placing of gt>oda 
therein. 

5. A bag or container according to claim h wherein the 
Hoalir.f at the aide marginal portions ia carried beyond the 
Mctucl opening to ensure a Dealing at the end a of the opening 
ond on the outer aide edgeo of the bag or container ndjaoent 
to the aplayine back portion of the pealing strip on each 
cltfc thereof. 

6. A bag or container which ia arranged and constricted 
substantially ac described herein with reference to the 
accompanying drawings.
